By direction of the President of the United States, the following 


changes will be made in the organization of the ‘‘ Army of the 
James.’’ 


1. The 10th and 18th Army Corps will be discontinued. 


2. The white infantry troops of the 10th and 18th Army Corps, 
now with the Army of the James, will be consolidated under the 
direction of the Major-General Commanding the Department of 


Virginia and North Carolina, and will constitute a new Corps, to be 
ealled the 24th Corps. 


_-=> 3. The colored troops of the Department of Virginia and North 
Carolina will be organized into a new Corps, to be called the 25th 
Corps. 


4. The present Corps Staff and the artillery of the 18th Corps 
will be transferred to the 24th, and the present Corps Staff and artil- 
lery of the 10th, to the 25th Corps. 


5. Major-General E. O. C. Orp is assigned to the command of 
a “odth Corps; and Major-General G. Weirze1 to the command of 
the 25th Corps.
